IN POSTOFFICE BUSINESS.

POSTMASTERS WILL GET IN- 
CREASED SALARIES, 
Score of Southern California Offices 
on the List—Pay to Be Advanced From 


the First of the Coming Month Ten 
Postmasters Will Have a Reduction. 


{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

WASHINGTON, June 9.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch. ] California leads all States 
in the number of postoffices which have 
increased their business sufficiently to 
insure an increase in the salaries of 
postmasters next year. An increase 
in the postmaster’s salary is deciared 
for sixty-five offices in the State, ac- 
eording to a sche \ule just completed by 
She Puetefice Depurtment. The fol- 
lowing increases have been ordered for 
the fiscal year beginning July 1: 

Southern California postmasters, 
from $1000 to $1190, North Ontario and 
Sanger; from $1000 to $1200, Monrovia; 
from $1100 to $1200, Fullerton and New- 
man; from $1100 to $1500, Kern; from 
$1200 to $1300, Needles; from $1300 to 
$1400, Soldiers’ Home, Colton ana 
heim; from $1400 to $1500, Oxnard and 
Whittier; from $1500 to $1600, Selma; 
from $1500 to $1700, Coronado; from 
$1700 to $1900, Long Beach; from $1800 
to $1900, San Luis Obispo and Ven- 
tura; from $2200 to $2300, Pomona; from 
$2300 to $2500, Bakersfield; from $2400 
to $2500, Rediands; from $2800 to $2900, 
Fresno.

try as to when, if at all, our govern- 
ment would adopt similar methods of 
protection. Prof. Willis L. Moore, chief 
of the Weather Bureau, acting under 
the direction of Secretary Whlson, 
therefore, has issued to the press the 
following statement: 

“After an examination of all that 
has been published during the past two 
years, my conviction is that we have 
here to do with a popular delusion as 
remarkable as is the belief in the ef- 
fect of the moon on the weather. The 
uneducated peasantry of Europe seem 
to be looking for something miraculous. 
They would rather believe in cannon- 
ading as a means of protection and 
spend on it abundance of money, time 
and labor than adopt the very simple 
expedient of mutual insurance aga:nat 
the losses that must inevitably occur. 

The great processes going on in the 
atmosphere are conducted on too large 
a scale to warrant any man or nation 
in attempting to control them, The 
energy expended by nature in the pro- 
duction ef a hailstorm, a tornado, or 
a rainstorm, exceeds the combined en- 
ergy of all the steam engines and ex- 
plosives in the world. It is useless for 
mankind to combat nature on this 
scale. 

“After the experience that this coun- 
try has had during the past ten years 
with rain-makers, I am loth to believe 
that the bombardment of hailetorms 
will ever be practiced or even at- 
tempted in the United States, much 
less encouraged by the intelligent por- 
tion of a community. Every effort 
should be made to counteract the 
spread of the Italian delus on, which 
has been Imported into this country by 
Consul Covert.” 


FIGHT AGAINST HENDERSON. 
HIGH-TARIFF MEN HOSTILE. 
(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

WASHINGTON, June 9%.—{Exclusive 
Dispatech.] A strong feeling is being 
developed against Speaker Henderson 
for his association with the Babcock at- 
tack upon protection. It is more and 
more seriously being urged as an ob- 
fection to Henderson's reé#lection as 
Speaker, that he is in sympathy with 
the Babcock crowd of tariff revisers. 
Every one of the men associated with 
Babcock in hie proposed onslaught on 
the protective-tariff system is a mem- 
ber of the combination which originally 
obtained Henderson's election. Hen- 
derson is connected inseparably with 
them, and it has been said more than 
once that he is in accord with Bab- 
cock’s plans. A stalwart Republican 
and protectionist like Cannon of Un- 
nos, who would champion the integ- 
rity of the protective principle, could 
command a following at once. The Re- 


man in the Speakers chat, wielding 
almost limitless influence, who is dis- 
affected toward protection. 

Before Congress adjourned last spring 
the possibility was discussed in a ten- 
tative way of defeating Speaker Hen- 
derson for reéiection at the next Con- 
gress. The discussion was tentative, 
because it was recognized that while 
there is cause for complaint against 
him on his record in the past two ses- 
sions, he still has a strong following 
for sentimental reasons largely, and it 
was conceded that it would be hard to 
beat him. 

Undeniably the Speaker's course in 
several ways was obnoxious to an Influ- 
ential element in the Housa When 
Babcock made his fight for the beer 
trust, it was known that the Speaker 
was back of it. Without that support, 
it is alleged, the lager trust could not 
have gained the victory it did. For 
this reason the proposition was 
broached. Would it be possible to loosen 
Henderson's hold upon the sympathies 
of the House, and put a man in his 
place who was not associated with the 
influences that seemed to contre! both 
Babcock and Henderson? At the end 
of hie term there were many murmur- 
ings against him. 

The first question to present itself Is: 
Who shall be put up against him? In 
the undercurrent of talk af the last 
session, two names were mentioned 
most frequently, those of Cannon of 
illinois and Moody of Masachusetts. If 
Cannon would consent to lead the fight 
against the Speaker he undoubtedly 


of any man in the House. Moody is 
popular; his ability is recognized and 
unquestioned, but there attaches to him 
a taint of New England mugwumpery. 
He would not be strong west of the 
Ohio River.

LONDON, June 10.—{Exclusive Dis- 
patch.) The War Office authorities say 
they have received.no news of a meet- 
ing between Gen. Kitchener and Gen. 
Botha, near Standerton, last Wednes- 
day, and the report of a tentative set- 
tlement between the British and Boer 
commanders is consequently discred- 
ited in official quarters. 

Mrs. Botha’s arrival in London has 
nevertheless revived the peace rumors 
to which publicity has been given on 
several occasions recently. It is im-. 
possible to say exactly what is going 
on, but general opinion is that there 
must be some foundation for the 
rumors. Mre. Bothas visit is still 
shrouded in secrecy, and, although it 
in freely stated that she is on a peace 
mission, no definite information on this 
point is obtainable at present. 

Among members on both sides of the 
House of Commons, the greatest inter- 
est is exhibited in the report of the 
Committee on Reform in the War Of- 
fice administration, and there is much 
engerness for an opportunity to debate 
rec endations. The committee has 
suggested several questions, inviting 
the government to name a day for dis- 
cussion. It is no doubt very difficult 
in the present beckward condition of 
business for the government to find 
time for a new army debate, but it 
will certainly be strongly pressed to do 
80, as the subject is felt to be of more 
than ordinary interest, and importance. 
The advanced reformers among the 
military members of Parliament ap- 
pear, on the whole, to approve warmly 
the report of the committee.

SHEDDING OF 


BLACK BLOOD. 
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Boot black Killed By a 
Tamale Vender. 


William Brown Shot By 
Willard Griffin. 


Trouble Arose Over Tamale 
Man’s Refusal to Sell 
on Credit. 


William Brown, a mulatto bootblack 
and barber shop porter, was shot and 
mortally wounded by Willard E. Grif- 
fin, a colored tamale vender, in front 
of No. 233 East First street at 6.40 
o'clock yesterday evening. Twenty 
minutes later Brown was a corpse in 
the Receiving Hospital, and Griffin was 
locked up on the charge of murder. 

The shooting was the climax of a 
quarrel which resulted when Griffin re- 
fused to give credit to Brown and Hart 
Milum, who called at the tamale wagon 
presided over by the murderer. 

Charies Ackley, a stranger in Los 
Angeles, Richard McCall, of No. 123 
Wilmington street, and Hart Milum 
are said to be the only witnesses of 
the shooting besides Brown and his 
slayer. Ackley and McCall hav: told 
their stories to the officers 

HOW IT HAPPENED. 

Brown and Milum called at the ta- 
male wagon just about 6:30 «o clock. 
They had some words with Griffin, 
and then one of them threw a plotter 
at him. This was followed by other 
utensils, such as cups and plates, One 
of the fiying plates knocked the wagon 
lamp down, and a resulting expicsion 
set fire to the canvas part of the ve- 
Nele. 

At that moment Griffin is said to 
have fired his pistol, and Brown fell 
mortally wounded. 

Griffin then stepped out ef the 
wagon, and is said to have exclaimed, 
as he saw the prostrate man cn tne 
sidewalk: “I guezs he is done for; I 
shot him.” 

With that he turned and walked east 
on First street. Two of Jrown's ac- 
quaintances lifted him to his feet, and 
the three started in the opposite Cirec- 
tion. In the meantime Milum, at the 
wagon, had ron down First street, pur- 
sued by a crowd, who thought he fired 
the shot. 

Brown was abie to walk only a few 
steps, and wag soon taken to the Re- 
ceiving Hospital, where he died in 
fifteen minutes after being pieced on a 
cot. The bullet which caused his ceath 
entered his breast at the base of the 
neck, just in front of the left clavicle, 
coursing downward. The wound bied 
profusely, and the mag's clothing was 
saturatéd with blood when he died. 

SHOOTER IN CUSTODY. 

Griffin was found by officers in an 
old shed back of a saloon at the corner 
of First and Wilmington streets, where 
he has been storing his wagon. He 
had no revolver with him when ar- 
rested, and denied shooting Brown. 
Griffin made the following statement 
in the jail last evening: 

“Two fellows that I did not know 
came to my stand just after I had 
opened it for the night. They had been 
drinking, I think. They asked for 
credit, and when I refused them they 
started a row. They said if they were 
white men, I would have given them 
credit. A short time later they re- 
turned, the lighter one (meaning 
Brown) carrying a stick in his hand. 
The other one threw a platter at me. 
I put up my hand; and received a cut 
on one finger. The lamp fell down and 
set fire to the wagon. Just then I 
heard a shot. I did not fire it, and 
I do not know who did.“ 

Griffin has no fresh cut on his hands, 
although on hie right thumb a piece 
of skin is missing. 

ACKLEY'S ACCOUNT. 
Charlies Ackley, who says he saw the 
shooting, gives the following account 
of the affair: 

“McCall and I went to the stand to 
get some tamales. Just as we stepped 
up, a colored man left the place. He 
seemed to be angry, and Griffin was 
also ill-natured. He was talking with 
a little colored fellow who was stand- 
ing by the wagon. I heard him say, ‘If 
that fellow comes back, I will kill 
him.’ 

“We finished our tamales, and had 
ordered some more, but thought we 
would go get a drink, and then come 
back. We tried to get into the saloon 
right there, and when we Came back 
two colored men were standing in front 
of the wagon. The lighter one picked 
up a platter and threw it at the man 
inside. Then they both threw several 
plates and cups. Griffin drew a gun 
and fired. The lighter of the two men 
outside fell on the sidewalk, and 
Griffin stepped outside and said: 
‘Well. I shot him.’ 

“Griffin then walked east on First 
street and two men helped the 
wounded man in the opposite direc- 
tion.” 

When Ackley called at the Police Sta- 
tion last evening he identified the dead 
man as the one he saw fall when the 
shot was fired, and identified Griffin 
as the man who sold him tamales, and 
who fired the shot. The police y 
other persons have identified both the 


men. 
WHAT REINHOLZ SAW. * 


A. W. Retinhbolz, proprietor of «a 
grocery store at No. 235 East First 
street, heard the shot and rushed into 
the street. He said: 

“I saw the canvas part of the wagon 
was ablaze when I got to the side- 
walk. A light-colored negro was lying 
on the sidewalk, with his feet near 
the fire. He said: ‘For God's sake. 
pull me away from here!’ 

“I aeked him what the trouble wes 
and if he was hurt. and he replied: 1 
am shot through the breast.’ 
“I dragged him awav from the burn- 
ing wagon into the saloon entrance 
next door. Some friends picked him 
*. him away.”

MILUM’'S STATEMENT. 
Hart Milum was taken to the Police 
Station late last evening, and after an 
extended interview with the detectives 
was escorted to the jail, although he 
was not booked on the police biotter. 

Milum told the detectives that he 
firet visited the tamale wagon alone 
and asked for credit for a hamburger 
sandwich. It was refused by Griffin 
and then Milum went away and ked 
Brown to return with him > 


wegon. Upon the second tri

Just as he stepped back, Griffin drew 
a revolver from under the wagon 
counter and fired at Brown. 

From stories told by Griffin and sev- 
eral colored men who are acquainted 
with him and Brown, it is learned 
that Milum and Griffin have had trou- 
ble on previous occasions, and some of 
those in the vicinity at the time of 
the trouble say that Milum secured 
Brown to return with him to the 
wagon, intending to start a row with 
the tamale man. 

The dead man was, until yesterday. 
employed as bootbiack and porter at 
the Merchants’ Barber Shop at the 
corner of First and Spring streets. He 
was discharged yesterday morning be- 
cause he shirked work the day before 
and failed to send a substitute. 


D'SCHARGED SOLDIER. 


Willard E. Griffin is a discharged 
soldier uin fought in the Philippines, 
it is claimed. He has been in Los An- 
geles only a few months, coming here 
immediately after his being mustered 
out in San Francisco. 

Last evening the remains of the 
murdered man were taken to the un- 
dertaking rooms of Booth & Boylson 
on South Broadway, where an inquest 
will be held tomorrow. 

Although the officers found no re- 
volver on the person of Griffin when he 
was arrested, later in the evening a 
pistol was found in a pile of rubbish 
in one corner of the shed where the 
man was arrested. It is a Smith & 
Wesson, Waller revolver. It is a 
five-shooter, and one chamber is empty. 


ENGLAND'S GREAT 


DISTRESS. 


BY JULIAN RALPH. 


HE English are in a panic over 
the invasion of their fields of in- 
dustry and commerce by the Amer- 
icans. Of all the newspapers only the 
Spectator is calm. In speaking of the 
purchase of the Leyland line of steam- 
ships by the Morgan syndicate, it says, 
in effect: “What of it? If the Ameri- 
cans have got the line the Leylands 
must have ali the more money with 
which to start another one. If Morgan 
has only the controlling interest, then 
let the Leylands sell out and start 
anew. The carrying trade will remain 
in the control of those who know best 
how to manage it. Turn away from 
this one cool-headed journal, in any di- 
rection you may please, and you see 
everywhere the signs of a panic. “Our 
steel trade is gone, says one. Our 
leather, beef, locomotives, boots, drugs, 
even our candies and ices, are now sup- 
plied to us from America,” says an- 
other. “Our shop windows are flied 
with American razors, watches, desks, 
books, silverware, patent foods, patent 
medicines, jewelry, patent brooms; our 
streets are getting into the hands of 
American electric tramcar companies; 
our best rapid-transit line is the Amer- 
ican twopenny tube; our railways are 
using American engines-—-where on 
earth do we stand? To what degree of 
ruin are we drifting?” Fantec, doubt, 
confusion, surprise. ring in every 
sentence one reads, and you cannot be 
in an English town a day without hear- 
ing the outcry of the people and noting 
the very remarkable reasons there are 
why such a cry should spring forth. 
The pity is that while everybody feels 
the pinch, no one knows how or where 
to ease the boot that squeezes so hard. 
Or, let me put it this way: If any one 
does know the remedy, it is seen to 
be so radical and extraordinary that 
it is hardly reasonable to put it into 
words, hardly fair to increase the 
alarm of the nation by stating it 
frankly. As I see tke situation, there is 
no gainsaying that England must go 
through a fearful purging and a recon- 
struction of her industrial system, and 
her attitude toward la . English 
labor, too, must learn to look at itseif 
and its duty from a new standpoint. 
This purging and reformation mean 
to England a period of twenty-five 
years of hard times, if conditions con- 
tinue as they are, and the great com- 
ing war which shall press the great 
modern powers into two camps—one 
Russian, and one American, German 
and Enelish—does not break out dur- 
ing that period to upset all our caicu- 
latione. 
CRIPPLING ENGLISH PROGRESS. 
The United States has but just be- 
gun to bulld the boats that are to 
cripple the feet of English progress. 
More and more goods covering a wider 
and wider field of human needs are to 
be sent by us to England, at so much 
cheaper prices that the English, hav- 
ing less and less money to buy with, 
must buy our wares or buy none. As 
the shoe hurts more and more, the 
workmen of England must go out of 
their closed factories, and in hunger and 
pain divest themselves of the habits of 
mind and work which have brought 
this catastrophe upon their country and 
themselves. The labor unions must 
modify their exactions, and abandon 
their hostility to modern labor-saving 
machinery. The workman himself must 
come to be glad to have the chance to 
do by himself what he now—at every 
trade and every job—insists that two 
men shall do. e must learn that 
wages are not paid for loafing. but for 
hard and earnest work. And bitter 
pain and hunger must teach him that 
when he works he must do so with vim 
and enthusiasm side by side with fel- 
low-workmen who, like us Americans, 
are all intent upon doing our very best. 
and are never satisfied even with that. 
He must unlearn the poisonous Chinese 
principle that has corrupted London 
alike with Peking, that “it is best to 
leave well enough alone.” He must, 
like us new conquerors of the world's 


trade, be ever thinking how to improve 


upon the very best. 

IS ENGLAND “PLAYED OUT?”

Island Rallroad in Kansas City has 
more than quadrupled in the last few 
years, and the road has expended 
nearly a half million dollars for ter- 
which it proposes to reach over its 
own rails.

There is 
no reason why American cotton goods 
cannot find as ready a market in the 
rovinces of Central and Southern 
hina as in the north. 

“It is manifest that the cotton grow- 
ers and manufacturers of these South- 
ern States have not only gained a foot- 
hold in Manchuria and North China, 
but can, with little effort, find a lar 
market for their goods throughout t 
whole of Central and South China. The 
only thing the American manufacturer 
has to keep in mind is that he should 
make goods suitable for the Chinese 
markets. If properly placed before the 
Chinese, American cotton goods will 
obtain the same foothold in Southern 
China that they have in the northern. 

present importations are not 
nearly sufficient to meet the require- 
ments. It must be borne in mind that 
the Chinese never wear wool—not even 
in the depth of winter; that, generally 
speaking, the entire population clothe 
themselves in cotton all the year 
round. Their bed clothes, umbrellas, 
and in a few instances, boat salle are 
made of cotfon, and the consumption 
is practically unlimited if they are 
made in accordance with native re- 
quirements. The cloth should be a 
strong, coarse, unbleached (Cloth, 22 
inches wide, retailable at about 5 cents 
gold a yard, or 36 cents gold per piece 
of nine yards. There is also a market 
for cotton cloth which, tanned or 
otherwise treated, would prove rain- 
proof. All cotton goods would have to 
be put in lengths to suit the peculiar 
requirements of the trade for which 
they are designed, and such detatis 
could be best learned after having made 
a trial shipment. 

“The recent troubles In North China 
undoubtedly have injured the Ameri 
can cotton trade in that country, for 
the market for such goods has become 
a vast camp for armed hosts. In the 
midst of warlike operations trade and 
commerce cannot continue to flourish. 
The restriction of peace and order to 
that districted region will be a boon 
not only to the inhabitants of North 
China, who have suffered untold losses 
and hardships, but also to southern 
planters, manufacturers and laboring 
men of all classes in this country who 
depend upon the return of the normal 
trade conditions in the Chinese Empire 
for their continued prosperity, and I 
sincerely hope and trust that this will 
not be long delaye1.”

Broeck and Milton H. Sanford had 


labored tn vain. Mr. Lorillard’s brown 
colt, Troquois, won the Derby, the St. 
Leger, the Prince of Wales and &. 
James Palace stakes, the latter being 
a walkover. Mr. Keene's bay colt 
Foxhall, a grandson of Baron Roths- 
child's King Tom, won the Grand 
Prix de Paris, the Grand Duke Michael 
Stakes, the Cesarewitch and Cam- 
bridgeshire Stakes, the last three be- 
ing run at Newmarket in October. In 
the Cambridgeshire that great colt 
carried 126 pounds, the heaviest weight 
ever carried by a winning three-year- 
old, the next heaviest being by the 
French filly Plaisanterie, who won it 
in 1885 with 124. But Platsanterie did 
not beat any such field as did Foxhal!l, 
for the Derby and St. Leger winners 
of the previous year—Bend d'or an.’ 


Robert the Devil—were both in the race 


and finished outside the money. e- 
sides, Foxhall beat thirty-one horses 
in his year, while the great French 
filly only beat twenty-six, a fact that 
is eminently wortiy of mature consid- 
eration. In addition to the above vie- 
tories, Foxhall ran second to Bena 
Or in the City and Suburban Handi- 
cap at Epsom, and won the Ascot Gold 
Cup of the following year, while Iro 
quois (nominated for that event by 
the Prince of Wales, carried off the 
Gold Cup at Stockbridge, in which he 
went lame and was soon afterward sent 
back to America, where he at once be- 
came prominent as a stallion, heading 
the winning list of sires for 1892, with 
$183,026 won by his progeny in that 
year. Mr. Keene sold Foxhall in 1894 
and there has not been a worse fail- 
use the long history of the British 
stud. 

The victory of William C. Whitney 
in the Derby of this year, was some- 
what tempered by the fact that the 
winner, Volodyovski, is an English- 
bred horse, being by Florisel II, win- 
ner of the Manchester Cup of 1894, out 
of a mare called La Reine. The sire 
of Volodyovski is a full brother to 
Persimmon, who won the Derby and 
St. Leger of 1896, and the Ascot Cup 
of 1897; and to Diamond Jubilee, who 
won the Two Thousand Guineas, Derby 
and St. Leger of last year. All these 
three stallions, Florigzel If, Persimmon 
and Diamond Jubilee are by that great 
horse, St. Simon (t only stallion to 
head the English list of winning sires 
for eight seasons out of thirteen.) from 
a mare called Perdita by Hampton, he 
being the only sire since Stockwell to 
get three Derby winners. Volodyovski 
was bred by a lady, and leased to 
Lord William Beresford, deceased: and 
at his death was leased to Mr. Whit- 
ney. He was trained by John Hug- 
gins, an ex-captain of cavalry in the 
Confederate army, and ridden by Lester 
Reiff of San José, Cal. So that New 
York, Texas and California fairly di- 
vide the honors of the English Derby 


But the Oakes victory of James R. 


I think he could whip Joe 


Keene's fine filly. Cap and Bells, is a 

deal more of an American victory 
than Mr. Whitney's triumph with Volo- 
dyoveki, for she was not only “bred 
in old Kentucky.“ at Mr. Keene's farm 
near Lexington, but was trained by 
en American trainer and ridden by an 
American rider, Milton Henry. who has 
been a leading jockey at San Fran- 
cisco for the past three winters.

Domino was probably the greatest of 
American two-year-olds, never having 
been beaten at that age, his winnings 
tor that year being $150,890. His sire, 
Himyar, had to his credit a total of 
$246,382 in that season. Domino's total 
winnings were $203,650 for three sea- 
son's on the turf. 

Domino died in 1898, after a few 
hours’ ness, but his sons and daugh- 
ters bid fair to outstrip him on the 
roll of fame. His son, Disguise, the 
only three-year-old he had to run for 
him in England last year, won a $15,000 
race at Newmarket in October, in 
which he beat the Derby winner, Dia- 
mond Jubilee. Commando, by the 
same sire, has already won the Bel- 
mont and Carlton Stakes, and has an 
almost absolute mortgage on the $20,000 
Derby to be run at Washington Park 
(Chicago,) on the 22d inst. And now 
comes Cap and Bells, the first Ameri- 
can mare to win the Oaks, established 
in 1779. This race has been won four 
times by flilies bred in France—Fille 
de Air tn 1864, Reine in 1872, Enquer- 
ronde in 1876 and ILimasol in 1897. In 
1899 P. Lorillard’s filly Sibola won the 
One Thosand Guineas, and was legiti- 
made favorite for the Oaks, 
last in a field of nine 
starters and finished second to Musa, 
whom ehe afterward beat four times. 

Now, it begins to look as if Mr. 
Keene's filly has a goot chance for the 
St. Leger, for September: is known as 
“the mare's month,” and they are gen- 
erally in better condition then than in 
the spring months. The weights are 
the tame, but the distance is 532 yards 
further. To offset that, however, the 
track Is almost a dead level, and does 
not fatieue horses as much as the 
shorter Derby course, which is up hill 
and down dale, and very hard upon a 
horse with liebt shoulders.

(2% miles.) twice, and was second 
it in her third consecutive Start. , 
As for Olympian, though he did not 
win the Derby, it must be remembered 
that he held a commanding lead in 
that race for a mille and a quarter, 
when he began to tire. That shows 
that the distance was too far for him,

EV. C. J. K. JONKS preached 348 

terday morning in the Church of 

the Unity on “Our Possessions.”

As 
a civil engineer he might have been 
successful, but never great. Our real 

lie in the mental and moral 

gifts or capacities we have through in- 
heriteance, or in those we acquire 
through habits which we _ cultivate. 
And of these two ways of possessing 
our highest good, I would emphasize 
those qualities which come to us 
through cultivation. We have experi- 
enced the fact that in many cases 
hereditary traits may be so disciplined 
by practice and will that the acquired 
habit shall prove stronger than the 
hereditary influence; for example, a 
man naturally intellectual, by form- 
ing the reading habit, can e in- 
terested in books, and even me @ 
specially trained man in — de- 
partment of literature. This wer to 
modify, and re-create the men N and 
moral tendencies is one of ou 
eat possesions, for it carries with it the 
possibility of all manner of improve- 
ments on these lines. This truth should 
be kept actively at the front by al! 
who have the care and training pt chil- 
dren. Good habits can be attained, 
and produced through good train- 
ing and education that shall be 
persi4ted in unremittingly. and goad 
habite mean good lives in every per- 
sonal and socia! relation. Heredity has 
been made an excute for evil living; it 
has also been a bugbear to many in- 
telligent people because it seemed to 
do away with the freedom of the will 
and its unrestrained choice. Heredity 
is no valid excuse for evil living what- 
ever may have been the cause of living 
by one’s ancestors, for the power of 
habit can be made greater than the 
power of heredity.

Temptations of Middle Life. 
N opening his discourse, yesterday 
morning, at Christ Episcopal Church, 

Rev. Dr. George Thomas Dowling 
said: “I have so much to say this 
morning that I can only glance at cer- 
tain points where I would gladly linger. 
But I shall be satisfied if I can cause 
you to think. I want to speak to you 
on a topic which I think none of you 
have ever heard preached from before; 
want to speak to you on the tempta- 
tions of middle life. It is true that the 
youthful time is the choosing time, and 
that few new habits are formed after 
25 years of age. And for this reason 
there is a pecullar fascination about 
the young man or the young women 
which passes away in great measure, 
when they have entered what is sup- 
posed to be the dead level of middle 
life. We see it in literature. All the 
novels stop when the young people get 
married. We have then passed the in- 
terrogation point; we have reached the 
period. 

“But I want today to leok at the 
other side. Iwant to consider a class 
of temptations, which are scarcely felt 
then, but which come with many times 
almost overwhelming force, when the 
possibilities of youth have turned into 
the actualities of middie life; when the 
prize is no longer to be won, but is won 
or lost, and a man who perhaps has 
been virtuous up to this point, now 
stands facing a whole set of new condi- 
tions; stands surrow 4 with rein- 
forced and hitherto unfamiliar perils. 
History is full of instances of men 
whose names are now d synonym for 
cruelty and vice, who, it they had died 
in early manhood, would have gone to 
their graves embalmed tender and 
fragrant memories.”

“I do not wish to be understood 
as saying that the strike has had a 
serious lasting effect upon business. 
If the strike continues for a long time, 
however, there will be much distress. 
The strike is unfortunate, for the men 
had really nothing to complain of. 
Times were never better nor work 
more certain. I think the strike was 111 
advised, and I believe most of „the 
strikers are of the same opinion. 

Another dealer compared the status 
of employer and employé by saying: 

“The men are playing a losing game, 
and I believe most of them know It. 
The loss of one week's wages to them 
means more than the loss of the 
profits on any one contract means to 
their employers. Being of an 
abundance of ‘this world’s goods, the 
employer is able to stand firm for 
months. What if th do lose hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars? That 
loss is simply what they would have 
secured as profits. It does not dimin- 
ish their capital, but means that their 
capital is not yielding its usual re- 
turn. They will not want for any- 
thing, but on the other hand, the 
mechanic, with three or four mouths 
to feed, feels keenly the loss of a sin- 
gle week's pay. 

“Yes, the effect of the strike is being 
felt in all branches of business, for the 
withdrawal from circulation of the 
weekly wages of so many men is certain 
to be felt. The small retailers feel it 
first, and it is through them that we 
feel it. The longer the strike continues 
the more keenly it will be felt. Com- 
petition is so great that long-standing 
accounts are the exception, even with 
small dealers, and when they have to 
refuse to longer carry their customers 
on their books there will be distress 
among the strikers. Of course, I refer 
mainly to those dealers whose business 
almost wholly upon the .work- 
men who are now on a strike. There 
has been no distress as yet, for the 
strike is not old enough for that. If it 
continues much longer, however, condi- 
tions will We already feel 
the effects of it, and can appreciate

Arms of the city believe that the em- 
ployers are certain to win.”

strikers. It has been the means of 
leaving many of the wen without 
means of supporting their families, for 
a large number of the men joined the 
union only a short time before the 
strike began, some of them only a few 
days before. It is from thfs class that 
the first breaks in the ranks of the 
strikers occurred. Last Monday when, 
at the general distribution of the relief 
fund, some of the men were told that 
they would not receive any of the 
money, a number of those thus refused 
at once sought work. The more than 
one hundred men who went to work at 
the Risden Iron Works were partly 
made up of this class. As the relief 
fund is limited it is expected that on 
next Monday others will follow their 
example. 
NO QUARTER FOR TRAITORS. 
The prompt action taken by the Res- 
taurant Keepers’ Association in sus- 
pending one of its members is calcu- 
lated to discourage further efforts on 
the part of individual members to set- 
tle their own troubles with labor in 
their own way, to the detriment of the 
cause of the entire association. With- 
out consuking the other members of 
the association, Bush Bros. several 
days ago entered into negotiations 
with certain officers of the unions, and 
all but agreed to make certain conces- 
sions to the strikers in consideration of 
the return of certain strikers to work. 
When this was brought to the atten- 
tion of the Restaurant Keepers’ Asso- 
ciation—for the labor leaders at once 
raised the cry that the restaurant men 
were yielding—Bush Bros. were called 
upon to explain. They could not do so, 
and were at once suspended from the 
association. Their negotiations with 
the union leaders ended abruptly. 
When it is remembered that the Res- 
taurant Keepers’ Association is 
backed by the tremendous power of the 
Employers’ Association it will be seen 
that the suspengion means something. 
Were it necessary to use harsh meas- 
ures, the association could go to the 
extreme of shutting off supplies from 
any offending member, and make it im- 
possible for him to transact business. 
No such extreme measures have been 
adopted, but the power of the Em- 
ployers’ Association to enforce its own 
rules is well known. The one rule 
above all others which it insists upon 
enforcing is that of refusing to recog- 
nize the unions. 


NATURE T00 LIBERAL 


A Yard and a Half of the Small In- 
testine Enough, Says Prof. Mettsch- 
nikofi—Too Many Microbes. 

{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES} 
“PARIS, June 9—{Exclusive Dis- 
patch.) Prof. Mettschnikoff of the Pas- 
teur Institute has delivered a sensa- 
tional lecture upon some recent oper- 
ations in a Paris hospital in which 
he asserted that the large intestine is 
not only entirely useless but positively 
harmful. He said observation had 
demonstrated not less than forty-five 
species of dangerous microbes were 
there domiciled, and that to them most 
diseases were due. 

Besides, he said, the small intes- 
tine was much to long, a yard and a 
half being amply sufficient, as was 
proved in cases where, after stabs, pa- 
tients had been reduced to that allow- 
ance without discomfort. therafter. 
Lately, said the lecturer, Dr. Rugzi, 
the Italian surgeon, was compelled to 
open an eight-year-old boy thrice in 
succession, removing long pleces of in- 
testinal tube each time, until three 
yards and a half were subtracted, and 
today the child was growing robustly.

Think of that, ye gourmets And all 
prepared in a little six-by-ten kitchen 
and served with every nicety on board 
a moving train. Ten years ago the 

proposal of such a feast would have 
been looked upon as the extravagance 
of a crazy brain. Now it is accom- 
plished as a regular thing, and only 
excites a passing wonder. 

The final breakfast on board train 
is to be served July 4, and, as a patri- 
otic concession to the day, it bears 
proudly scored forth between red-and- 
blue lines this item:

But The Times pilgrims do not ab- 
sorb all the good things on the train.

their respects, and to others who drop 
in during our short stops here and 
there, a quantum of oranges and 
candied fruit is presented by way of 
return compliment, and, withal, to do 
¢ome missionary work for Southern 
California.
